Must give its reasons. This it has hitherto failed to do. And to make 
Worse it has serupled, when Oceasion has arisen, to aval itself ot 
the services of the very institution which it condemns to chronic Impecuniosity, 
The commnTty, as a Whole, declines to Support the College, but the fact d 7 


not prevent it from utilising the students of the College when there are 


in ministerial ottices le filled. Jews may hot unprofit- 
ably-ponder the truth that they are probably the only religious communion 
in this COUNTY tliat allows its theological seminary to starve. We do hat 
Suy that the College Is il perfect Institution : ho human instrument Is pecr- 
fect. But af the College Is capable of iuprovement, studiously holding 
aloof from it, and giving it nothing more ‘nutritious than indefinite and 
unkind criticism is not the way to effect that improvement. — Those 
who would alter the institution for the better have but to subscribe 
to its funds, in order to obtain the necessary power. Meanwhile its present 
need must be releved., What cannot be gainsaid is that the College 
has added a goodly number of earnest and efficient men to the ranks 
of the Anglo-Jewish ministry. For this indubitable service it deserves 
just recognition. No English Jew who has a sense of right or a 
love for Judaism can refuse that reeognition. The future of our 
religion is mm special degree bound up with the welfare of the 
Synagogue. An impressive form of worship and a cultured and fervent 
pulpit are the essential conditions of a vigorous, a living Judaism in the 
coming days. The institution which trains the ministers possessed of the 
hecessary culture and fervour ought to be placed far above petty cares as to 
ways and means, The financial position of Jews’-College is an eloquent and 
unerring testimony to the state of religious enthusiasm in the community. 
There is no escape from the consequent dilemma, 
The Rev. DB. Berliner delivered a sermon last: Sabbath which he 
explained the arrangements made at the St. dolin’s Wood Svnagogue with 
regard the publie reading at the Pen (Commandments, that place of

Panne Christians, and used remarkable words when treating of the differences 
at opinion that prevail day, on tatters of yvreater anc less moment, within 
the Jewish cotmmunity. do not think it becoming to elaim the right to 
decide what is and what is not Orthodox Judaism.” These words did honour 
to the speaker. Mr. Berliner is a Conservative in religion, and no one will 
suspect him of a desire to rush after innovations. But his fenlightened and 
moderate attitude will win for him the wider influence which his talents and 
character so fully warrant. Orthodoxy will be safe for a long time te come if 
it he preaehod conciliatory bone, 
There is every reason to hope that the recent inspection by M, Ostrowski. 
Russian Minister of State Domains, of the Jewish Agricultural Colonies in the 
South, will confirm him in his refusal to sanction legislation recommended 
by the Council of Ministers, which would have still further restricted the not 
too numerous rights of the colonists. The Colonies have long been in 
existence and at present number about 30. Most of the settlements in the 
Government of Kherson were created as far back as 1804: those in the 
Government of Ekaterinoslay date from the reign of Nicholas L., and the 
actual organisation of all is governed by a law of 1844. Although subjected 
to enormous difficulties, the Colonies have been a suecess, and a year or two 
ago a commission, which was sent out to report on their condition came, like 
Balaam, to curse but remained to bless. All that the Governors of Southern 
Provinces could find to say against the settlers in more recent reports Was 
that among the 32,257 souls, who occupy the 11,000 dessiatins of land which 
form the total area of the colonies, about 1,000 were engaged in trade instead 
of in agricultural pursuits. The Minister of Domains, replying with emotion 
to a touching address delivered by Rabbi Blumenfeld on his arrival at the 
Dobraya Colony, declared that the sole object of his visit was to verify with 
his own eyes the statement that the Jews made good agriculturists and that 
under such circumstances questions of race and religion had but a secondary 
interest for him. It is eurrently reported in St. Petersburg that M. Ostrowski 
was so favourably impressed with his inspection that a statement eminently 
satisfactory to the colonies has already been sent by him to the capital,

REJOICING—OLD AND NEW. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE. | 


Sin,—In no. spirit of controversy do,I desire to comment upon the 
conclusions which have recently appeared in your columns under the heading 
“ Rejoicing—Old and New.” 

“One of the more dubious consequences of our ever advancing communal 
prosperity 1s our ever diminishing.communal gaiety.” This was the first olserva- 
tion and the text of what follows. The proposition is sct forth that* our religion 
which used to.be the fount and source of rejoicing, as it was the focus of our life 
has shared in the refrigeration which has come over the rest of that existence 
in which it now only occupiers a corner.’ The contention is sought to be estab- 
lished by the illustration of the different ways in which the festival of the 
“ Rejoicing of the Law” has been observed. Later on in the article it is written 
that “ even those whe keep Siwechoth Vorahin the synagogue have fallen off sadly 
from the ancient enthusiasm.” Then follows a very remarkable piece of evidence 
to bear ont that statement: “It is only in the East End that the Indies: stil 
shower down sweets from their* gallery, not sweet etlicreai giances, but real 
tangible confections.such as children prize more than their male progenitors and 
which they are accordingly left to scrambe for without adult rivalry.” Throngh 
out this ably written article there is one wail of lament about the undoubted 
change which has come over the: emancipated Israelite on the subject of bis 
demeanour at public worship. The fallacies.are twofold, gloom anc seriousness 
are two distinct and diiferent conditions. which-are strangely confused and 
alluded to as though they were synonymous terms.» Religious joy and serving 
the Lord with gladness are equally confused with merry-making or jolifcation. 
The real joy of religion as a vivid expression of a spiritual life 1s something 
utterly ignored in these remarks and treated as though it meant a survival of 
medivval sociability. 

Now it is nothing new to praise what are called the “ good old times ” to the 
detriment of the present, but it is one of those lamentations which in nanny Cases is 
a sad waste of human sympathy, anda strange diversion of feeling. Whatever 
are the changes that have taken place with regard to the maoner of Jewish 
ceremonial observance in England, they are /ner/table changes, and changes which 
do not call for any regret whatever. It is picturesque to draw a bright image of 
what we may imagine was in the hearts of our grandsires and great grandsires in 
connection with the Rejoicing of the Law and other customs, but if we are to 
accept the testimony of men who lived in past generations as to the real religious 
aspect of the synagogue and its ceremonies in past times, we recall other things 
less impressive and less enchanting than such images, lt is needless for me to 
remind my readers of the manner of worship which accompanied that distribution 
of sweets from the gallery of the synagogue, and of tle whole system with which 
it was thoroughly consistent. That task has been done often and well. It is one 
thing to be alive to the defects of our own generation and to cry danger when 
there is danger, but let us not call false alarm, or still worse, do not let us mistake 
good for evil, or evil for good. Human temperament ts something which under- 
goes striking transformation in different generations. There is nothing more 
calculated to give unreality to an individual character and to a community than 
to wear the garb which belonged to a different temp-rament. The synagogue in 
the present generation outside the East-End Jewry is no longer a club house. It 
is more like it would be in a redeemed Jand of promise, a temple of worship. 
There is nothing unseemly or irreverent in Iceland that the churches are used as 
hotels, nor was there that synagogues were employed in the past and still now in 
some countries for other purposes besides worship and religious instruction, Phat 
horible and unzsthetic incongruity which is represented by the word “ decorum 
applied to conduct at public worship is horrible and une sthetic, just because the 
altered circumstances of our time have removed any vestige of reason for regard- 
ing the synagogue as an ordinary social rendezvous. Let us respect our great 
graodsires, but let us not shelter ourselves under practices which with them were 
natural, and with us are artifical. rr 

The Rejoicing of the Law is a festival well worthy of celebration, and it is 
perfectly reasonable to associate with it festivities, as in the case of Purim and 
other celebrations. But what takes place within the walls of the synagogue 
should be solemn and impressive, and wholly connected with the religious 
emotions and with no others. This is a point of great consequence in the present 


generation. As to general hilarity, I do not hesitate to say that it is not promoted 
by unseemly “ goings on” in the synagogue, but a spirit of flippant levity result-

Singer, a responsible Jewish Minister, in reply to Some anxious inqutrets, 
writes that Jews should become soldiers even if they cannot keep the Scb bath 
strictly, and to strengthen his arguments he mentions the fact that tho 
Maccabeans did. not scruple to fight on the Sabbath; but the question remains : 
were they nght in doing Legally, say No! 
a fellow-man and fellow-Jew that my sympathies are entirely with them. But 
here is no question of danger, nor is the Army in want of recruits, and in 
urging Jews to become soldiers we do not consider the glory of the country, 
but only our own interests. All professions and trades being overcrowded, we 
want a new career for our young brethren. Let us avoid hypocrisy and false 
sentiments of so-called patriotism.

THE SERVICES AT BEAUMONT HALL.

‘To his next question as to whether they were willing to 
vay for the support of that synagogue every hand was raised in token of assent.” 
| beg to enter my humble protest against this desecration of a Yom Kippur 
Service, which above all others should be conducted with reverential awe and 
decorum, I cannot understand how a minister in the pulpit can address such 
questions to his congregants as shall cause them “to rise as one man” and to 
raise their hands “in token of assent.” It reads to me more like the report of a 
“demonstration ” than of a religious service. It is all the more to be regretted 
that the incident took place at a service under the auspices of the United 
Synagogue. We shall have ministers asking next from the pulpit whether the 
matzos distributed to the poor by the United Synagogue were too hard baked, 
or the clothes distributed under the Charitable Bequests well fitting. It would 


‘appear as if the Rev. B. Schewzig, who comes from Ramsgate to teach 


Londoners “ how to ameliorate the condition of the East End poor,” was more 
desirous of “ booming” the new East End Scheme, than of bringing his flock to 
a proper sense of the purpose for which they were assembied. |

DEATH OF MR. G. E. B.. LOUSADA. 
| 
We regret to announce the death on Thursday last the 13th inst, Li 


temporary residence in Chertsey, of Mr. George Lousada, of 7, Hyde Park 
Terrace. By birth and by marriage connections, Mr. Lousada belonged to tho 
best Jewish families in England. He was the third son of. the late Mose« 
Lousada and of his wife Bella, who on his death married the late S.L. de Symone 
Mr. George Lousada received his early education at the school of the late Mr. H 
N. Solomon then in Bloomsbury, and it is an interesting circumstance that his 
Hebrew teacher at that school some 57 years ago still survives in the person of 
the veteran Head Master of the Jews’ Free School, Mr. Moses Angel. Mr. 
Lousada was brought up originally as an architect in the office of his brother-jn- 
law, the late David Mocatta. Later on he became a member of the Stock 
Exchange, but he retired from business many years ago. Mr. Lousada was one 
of the earliest members of the “ Reform” Synagogue and served the congregation 
as a member of the Council of Founders and as Warden. He leaves a widow 
(who was a daughter of the late Alexander Goldsmid, and niece therefore of Sir 
Isaac Lyon Goldsmid), aod two children, Mr. Herbert G. Lousada and Mrs. D, ¢, 
Stiebel. The deceased was 71 years old. 

Like his son, who is one of the Wardens of the Berkeley Street Synagogue 
and its representative on the Burial Society of the United Synagogue, the late Mr. 
George Lousada was a staunch supporter of the proposed burial arrangement 
between the two bodies, and was deeply chagrined at. the withdrawal of the 
Scheme in July last in consequence of the opposition of a section.of the members of 
the Reform Synagogue. In accordance with his expressed wish, he was buried in 
the Willesden Cemetery of the United Synagogue, and although others connected 
with the West London Synagogue have been previously interred there, Mr, 
Lousada was the first prominent member of the “ Reform ’ Congregation who 
has found a last resting place at Willesden. The preliminary arrangements for 
the funeral were made by the oflicials of the Berkeley Street Synagogue, and had 
the .“ Burial Scheme” been adopted, one of its ministers would have read the 
Burial Service. The representatives of the deceased being unwilling to take any 
step which might be likely to give rise to discussion oa the occasion, abstained from 
asking for this concession ; the prayers at the cemetery were accordingly read by 
the Rev. B. Berliner, Senior Minister of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue. At 
the conclusion of the usual service in Hebrew, Mr. Berliner read the Prayer 
7799 °° NIN in Envlish ooly. The funeral was attended by the Revs. Professor 
Marks, A. Liwy (who followed the remains to the Cemetery), and Isidore Harris, 
Captain H. B. Lewis-Barned, one of Mr. H. G.. Lousada’s colleagues in the 
Wardenship, and many other influential members of the Berkeley Street 
Synagogue, 


BERKELEY STREET SYNAGOGUE. 


At a meeting of the Council of Barkeley Street Synagogue held Jast Sunday 
morning, a long and animated discussion was beld on the question of filling up 
the vacancy occasioned by the resigoation of the Rev. A. Lowy, the Assistant- 
Minister of the Synagogue. No delinite dectsion whatever was arrived at. It 
was found that opinion was greatly divided upon the question, e&pecially in view 
of the probable imminent resignation of the Rev. Professor Marks, the greatly 
respected Senior Minister of the Congregation. 


TENNYSON'S FUNERAL,—The Chief Rabbi was invited to take part in the 
procession, but owing to his being a Cohen he was unable to be present. He 
deputed the Rev. S. Singer torepresent him, ‘The Rev. 8S. Singer joined in the 
rocession that followed the poet's remains to the grave. 


Cuirton Co._Lece.—Of the three annual Shakespeare Prizes open for 
competition to the whole school, two have this year been awarded to boys of 
the Rev. J. Polack’s house. ‘The Fifth Form Shakespeare Prize has_ been 

ained by Arthur Stiebel (son of Mr. D, C, Stiebel, of Princes Gate), and the 
Pourth Form Prize by Rex D. Cohen (son of Mr, L. 8. Cohen, of Liverpool). 
In announcing the awards, the Head Master stated that the papers were of 
exceptional merit. Since the establishment of these prizes, one or more have 
each year been gained by Jewish boys. 


OweEn’s CoLLEGe.—At the recent entrance examination at Owen's College, 
Manchester, Willie G. Hartog, son of Dr. Marcus Hartog, obtained both the 
Rogers Scholarship and the Hulme Exhibition. 


Jews’ Inrant Scnuoou.—In the Queens’ Scholarship Excmination, Amelia 
Boas and Rachel Woolf passed First Class ; Jeanetta Rosenthal, Annie Jacobs, 
and R. Barnett had an “excellent’’ mark for history and geography, and are 
exempt from those subjects in future examinations under Article 57, The 
teachers have presented their Head-mistress, Miss E. M. Betteridge, with a 
handsomely fitted leather writing desk, in recognition of the kind and zealous 
tuition received from her during the past few years. 


SynaGoGue.—On Simchath: Torah, the Haptorah was recited by 
the Rev. E. Spero’s eldest little son in a most pleasing and correct manner.

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN., 


Rabbinical studies are fiourishing at the Universities, Mr. Schechter has 
arranged to lecture at Cambridge, during the third term of the present 
session, on the History of the Jewish Liturgy. It is perhaps too much to 
hope that these lectures will be published. Could not the series, however, be 
re-delivered in London ? | 

A remarkable and unique incident has moreover occurred in ( ‘hicago. where the 
excitement of the forthcoming exhibition has not diverted men’s thoughts from 
other subjects of interest. Rabbi Hirsch has been appointed Professor of 
Talmud in the Chicago University. ‘l'his is probably the first appointment of 
the kind ever made at any University, for, with all their liberality. the European 
Universities have so far refrained from appointing Jews to prof ssorial chairs 
in any subjects bordering on the theological. The action of the Chicago 
authorities 1s a just aud graceful return for the generous contributions made by 
American Jews to the endowments of the University. Professor Harper, who 
is at the head of affairs in Chicago, is a distinguished Hebraist. His paper, 
Hrbraica, enjoys a high reputation among scientific students of Hebrew. Rabbi 
Hirsch has shown his appreciation of the new departure in Chicago by offering 
his professorial services gratuitously, 

America has again scored in another direction. An American Jewish 
Historical Society has already been founded, and the Report just issued proves 
that there is real work to be done, There were Jows concerned in the - voyages 
which led to the discovery of Americi, and there were Jews from Holland. 
Great Britain, Jamaica and other countries among the earliest settlers of several 
of the colonies. There were also a number of Jews in the Continental army. 
and others contributed liberally to defray the expenses of the Revolutionary 
war, Since the foundation of the United States, a number of Jews have held 
important public positions.” It is obvious that American Jewish History is, up 
to a comparatively recent period, bound up with Anglo-Jewish. Cannot a 
sister society be formed here ? Already, lam glad LO say, several Mowlish Jews 
have been elected corresponding members of the American society. That the 
society 18 in earnest will be clear when it is said that the two Secretaries are Dr. 
Cyrus Adler and Mr. Herbert Friedenwald, They recently visited Europe 
together and made many friends. 


— 


Though, however, we have no Jewish Historical Society in England, the 
subject of Anglo-Jewish history has not been neglected. Besides the attention 
given to it in these columns and elsewhere, the Jewish Quarterly Review devoted a 
very fair proportion of its space to Anglo-J udaica, and the forthcoming October 
number will contain two important articles by Mr. Joseph Jacobs and Mr. M- 
D. Davis. ‘This will be the first appearance of the latter writer in the columns 
of the Review. 

The Quarterly Statement of the Palestine Exploration Fund (October 1312) 
contains many interesting items, to which more detailed reference must be held 
over,. Perhaps the most scholarly contribution is Mr, Boscawen’s article on the 
Tell El Amarna Tablets in the British Museum. Still, the advertisements are 
as interesting as anything that the number contains. 

A glance at the advertisements makes one seriously regret that the 
fine map of Palestine published at a low price by the Exploration 
Society has been so little patronised by members of the Jewish com- 
munity. Mr. Marcus Adler has certainly done his best to recommend 

‘the map to public attention. Yet I have never seen it on the walls 
of a single Jewish school. Even Tavistock House has no copy; at least 
it isnot prominently displayed. It goes without saying that most of the other 
publications by the Exploration Soviety or its membersare conspicuous by their 
absence from Jewish libraries. Major Conder’s * Tent Work in Palestine ” 
would form an appropriate and acceptable giftas a priz: ora birthday present, 

Mr. Andrew Lang (for there can be little doubt as to the identity of the 
writer), has devoted a leading article to a review of Mr, Joseph Jacobs's “ Indian 
Fairy Tales ’ in the Daily News, Mr. Jacobs has found time, in the midst of much 
communal and editorial work, to write two brilliant obituaries in the Academy, the 


one on Renan, the other on Tennyson. It was fitting thata Jew should be entrusted | 


with writing an appreciation of Renan ; but, curiously enough, Mr. Jacobs has 
succeeded far better with the English poet than with the French sarant, It wil! 
be remembered that Mr. Jacobs’s obituaries on George Eliot, Matthew Arnold, 
Cardinal Newman, and Robert Browning, which originally appeared in the 
Athenawum, have recently been collected in a pretty little book (D. Nutt). 
Mr. Jacobs might well devote more of his time to pure literature with profit. I 
believe that a dainty volume by him on Tennyson will be published almost 
immediately. 


Mr. W. St. Chad Boscawen, who presided at Dr. Behrend’s lecture at Jews’ 
College last winter, will op2a the new Session at Tavistock House on the 
second Sunday in November. ‘The lectures will be given regularly on the 
second Sunday in each month and special notice will be given of interpolated 
evenings, Mr. Boscawen is shortly leaving England for Egypt and Syria. 


The Rey. B. Berliner give some reasons last Saturday at the St. John's 
Wood Synagogue, why the Ten Commandments should be publicly recited in 
English and yet should not become a regular feature of the Sabbath ritual. 
This, I believe, is the right attitude; and for the reasons adduced by Mr. 
Berliner as well as for considerations of another kind. The Ten Command- 
ments ought certainly to be read occasionally in English, but we do not want 
any stereotyped additions to the liturgy. To recite every week the Ten Com- 
mandments, or any other added incidental, is a step in the wrong direction, 
for what is wanted is variety and fluidity, not fixity and monotony in the 
service. It is interesting to know that in the time of the Geonim the Ten 
Commandments used to be specially written on little parchment scrolls, This 


rolls were used in nagogue, The inscription of the first 

48 Of the en Commandmenta above the Ark in synagogues is, however, 
comparatively modern, 


A second edition of Processor Jemes Robertson's Baird Lecture. 1880. has 


appeared within the year. This book on the “Early Religion of Israel” is th 

most powerful reply to Kuenen and Wellhausen that has so far ippeared, It is

mostly he alludes, rather than quotes.

In his * Dream of Fair Women,”’ Tenny- 
son however tells the story of Jephtha’s daughter with inimitable pathos, and his 
lines to Truth, his sonnet on Buonaparte, his “ Palace of Art,” all derive intensity 
from apt Scriptural illustrations, Then there is the sad lament-in “ Maud,” 
which ends : 

An oli song vexes my ear: 


But that of Lamech is mine. 


fennyson concludes two of his poems with literal quotations of texts 
Kveryone remembers the beautiful close of the “May Queen, 
And the wicked cease from

This is almost verbally the authorised English translation of Job iii, 17. It i 
remarkable to note how in the drama“ Harold,” as the excitement of the battle 
grows, the characters gradually fall into using the strong Old Testament phrases, 
The play ends with a literal quotation from Genesis :

ALDWYTH, My puvishment is more then I can bear. 


THE’ REV.’ I. HARRIS ON TENNYSON. 


The Rev. Isidore Harris delivered a memorial discourse on the Laureate 
at the West London Synagogue of British Jews on Sabbath last. The preacher 
said that the pulpit was not the place in which to estimate the literary value 
of the life-work to which death had appended its Finis. Even if it were, 
contemporary criticism was scarcely qualified to assign to this master of song 
his exact position on the heights of Parnassus. Possibly much that had been 
said and written in praise of his genius during the past few days would not be 
endorsed by the verdict, of posterity. Whether there was more of beauty 
than of greatness in his music, more of loveliness than of epic force in his 
tuneful lines, were questions which, even if their discussion befitted the Syna- 
gogue, it was out of the power of the present generation to decide for all time. 
But on one feature of his work they might venture to pronounce a definitive 
judgment—on its moral force and beauty. on the religious influence which his 
yenius exerted and would continue to exert ; and this might be summarized in 
the words of the text: “He leaves a blessing behind him” (Joel u., 14). 
The origin of the poetic art was to be looked for in the sphere of religion, 
Its original purpose was to serve as a medium for the treatment of sacred 
subjects. Verse was pre-eminently the language of emotion, and therefore the 
most appropriate vehicle for the communication of elevated sentiments and the 
suggestion of sublime reflections. It was altogether a superficial view of poetry 
to regard it asa mere world of phantoms and illusions. The primary concern 
of the post was with truth and not illusion. Whatever use he might make of 
imagination was only subsidiary to the presentation of the realities of hfe. The 
poet conducted the soul into the very heart of things laid bare 
the hidden laws of our being, and revealed the fundamental principles 
which blend the mind with the harmonies of the external world. Our origin and 
our destiny, our dependence on the Unseen, the goodand evil forces which mould 
our existence, the beauty of virtue and the hideousness of vice: all the 
profoundest themes, in short, that could engage the attention of the theologian 
or the philosopher, constituted the staple elements out of which the poet con- 
structed’ the fabric of his vision; fiction and fancy and musical form being 
merely the draperies with which the fabric was beautified. Said that most 
suggestive of writers, Emerson, * It is not metres, but.a metre-m uking argument 
that makes a poem.” Such being the real scope of the poet's work, how noble 
was his mission, how subtle and far-reaching his influence, how many a blessing 
could his winged words leave behind them! If they asked, then, In what con- 
sisted the greatness of the Laureate, the answer was returned tothem: In 
his fidelity to his mission as a moral teacher. The faultless beauty of his style, 
the perfect music of his phrases were tributary elements, but the secret of his 
power lay in the purity of h’s aims, in his constancy to truth, in the ardour of 
his religious convictions, The English people were essentially a religious people. 
Their strong Puritan instincts impelled them to handle the problems of our 
being with a reverent touch. The spirit of subtle mockery which pl syed around 
the polished periods of a Renan found no genuine response in the English breast. 
But when a singer arose to assure them :— 

* Th .t life is not as idle ore, 

But iron dug from ceatral gloom, 

And heated hot with burning fears, 

And dipt in biths of hissing tears, 

And bat'ered with the shocks of doom 

To shape and use.”

erystal clearness of his lines they saw reflected their own cherished convictions,

Science THE or BEniErs. 

We live in an age of natural science! it has been the great purifier 
of our beliefs. Judaism .has not escaped from its civilising influences; 
at least I hope it has not. The Judaism of to-day is not the same 
Judaism that would - have excommunicated Maimonides in the twelfth 
century, nor would the majority of the Jews of the present time have voted in 
favour of the excommunication of Spinoza had they been alive in the seventeenth 
century. If our creed or our faith has become more civilised, science, I think, 
has had a great deal to do with it. The tie that binds us together is rather a tie 
of race than of creed, however we may Oulerin minute shades of opinion ; it 
is a blood relationship and not a form. relationship that binds us together. The 
elvilising intluence of natural sclence Is seen, at the present time, in many 
directions, but one point Which concerns us most closely, you all know and [ 
repeat it with satisfaction, that during those untortunate anti-Semitic disturb- 
ances in Germany a few years ago, the protest that was entered against that 
agitation was largely signed by German men of science, thet, I 
think, illustrates perhaps as strongly as one could wish the broad and 
all-embracing character of science. .But, further, in thinking over 
afew remarks which | felt bound to ._put together for this evening, [ com- 
municated with some friends of mine in (rermany ; one friend, a Coristian, who 
is professor of one of the most unportant technical schools in Berlin, I asked 
for information as to What our race has contributed to science on the continent. 
In his reply to me he said that he had had the greatest ditliculty in getting the 
necessary information, because many of the most eminent scientine Jews in 
Crermany, have, tor conve ntional reasous become Protestants, and, he adds, That 
1 consider to be most contemptible.” “These men,” said my correspondent, “ have 
not the pride to declare what they are, 

DISTINGUISHED JEWISH MEN or SCIENCE. 

Now we sometimes hear it said that) we, as a race, have not 
done much for natural science; I have. seen it. in print and heard it 
from the platform, and the most appropriate thing I can talk to you about 
is in reference to that point. In the first place I find, very much to my 
own astonishment, that some of the best known names in my own science of 
Chemistry are those of Jews. This hascome to me almost as a revelation, there 
are inen whose names I had learned to revere and now greet as coreligionists. 
It has been said that in other subjects we have made our mark, and it is not for 
me to speak of music, law, art, philosophy, poetry, politics, and literature: we 
have left our mark in all these fields, In natural science it has been stated we 
have not contributed our quota. Now, I think the best answer to that is, first 
of all to give you «a few of the names that I have been enabled to collect. If we 
take pure mathematics, with Professor Sylvester among us we need not com- 
plain—( Applause). Germany can claim Kronecker, In PhysicsI have bad some 
difliculty, as there is some difference of opinion as to whether the illustrious 

Kirchhoff was, or was not,a Jew. Gustav Magnus was a Jew, and last, but 
not least, Dr. Heriz, whose discoveries in electricity caused such a sensation, is 
adew. Now to come to my own subject, Chemistry, I have quite an array of 

names—Ladenburg. Liebermann, Vou Baeyer (on his mother’s side), Victor 

Meyer, may be mentioned. There are others with whose names we are familiar, 


Goldschmidt, Bamberger, Lange, Caro, Wallach, Briihl and Bernthsen, also 


Lieben and Benedikt, the Austrian chemists, are all Jews. I think, with such 
names, we do not deserve to be accuzed of not doing our duty to modern science 
Indeed, in Biology there are amongst us, British Jews, men who may 
in the future uphoid the standard of science among British Jews, There are older 
and well-established names such as that of Ferdinand Cobn (Botany), Rosenthal 
(Physiology), and Frinke! (Bacteriology) these are all well-known and 
Icould add to their number if I attempted to trespass on the ground of our 
friend on my left, Mr. Ernest Hart—(cheers)—and | might swell the lisi indefi- 
nitely, but perbaps he, himself, will have something to say on the subject It 
will be observed that the list of names I have just read are, for the moat: part 
foreign. Unfortunately there are not many British scientists among that Mell 
and it bas been brought before us as a reproach. Personally, I cannot but regret 
it, but I do not think that we, as Jews, are altogether to blame in this matter. We 
live In a country which on the whole is not very advanced as a scientific country 
That exempts us to-some extent, I hope that my non-) «wish compatriots:will not 
complain at this statement, What I say can be justified in many ways, I speak 


feelingly myself on this point, for during the last' eighteen months I[ have been 
acting as a sort of external scientific adviser to a County Council. Therefore | 
can say with some authority that we are not a highly scientific nation. If we 
want any further evidence, compare the funds which are raised for the estab. 
ment of missionary enterprises, to the funds which are devoted to theadvancement 
of science. [f we want additional illustrations, compare the space in our daily papers 
which is given to scientific discovery with that devoted to sporting matters: en. 
pare thesale of a work of fiction with that of ascientific work.—( Laughter), In this 
vreat and magnanimous country of ours where we meet as compatriots irre. 
spective of race or creed, science is the great leveller and let me assure our 
young men that if they work steadily and honestly in the cause of science. the 
nand of fellowship will be extended to them as, I am thankful to say. jt 
has been to me throughout my career. That we are not very highly developed 
usa scientific nation will appear when we compare the state recognition of 
science on the continent with its public recognition here. There is no country 
inl liurope where the advancement of physiological sclieace has been hampered 
as it has been here by tbe hyste rical fanaticism of a sentimental party; Witness 
the recent events at the Folkestone Church Congress! It is not that we have 
failed as a nation to produce the foremost scientific individuals of any age: the 
greatest intellects in every department of science have been Englishmen, 
but in the number and qualty of our working rank and file we are 
in danger of falling into a subordinate position. This is what [| 
mean when I say that the general scientific level of the nation is not 
exalted. I might have expanded upon the points which I have 
mentioned ; | mignt have called your attention, when referring to those other 
fie lids in which eews have been re cognised Lo have done signal service, to a 
passaye which | cuime ACTOsSS in il book lately. it is stated that Auber had the 
remarkable habit of always wearing his hat on all occasions: as a result he was 
frequently chatted and people even went so far as to ask himif he was a Jew, 
“Tnat would have meant,’ said Auber, “ the genius of «1 Meyerbeer, a Mendel- 
soln, or a Halévy. 1 have been lucky enough in my life,” he said. “ but such 
good fortune as that, never fell to my lot, Protessor Meldola concluded. 
amid loud cheers, by thanking his fellow-Maccabeans for the honour they 
had conferred upon him, which he looked upon as one of the greatest distinc- 
tions he had earned in the course of his career. 

Mr. A, GORDON SALAMAN, in proposing the toast of “ The Visitors ” said 
they were heartily vlad to have visitors, as their presence was a recognition of 
the fact that the intellectual emancipation of the Jews had not been disgraced. 
In submitting the toast he would ask them to couple with it the names of Prof. 
Stewart, President of the Linnwan Society, and Mr. Ernest Hart, who was 
perhaps the leading hygienist inthis country. He hoped that Mr. Hart would 
be willing to teil them how much he, as an auth rity on the subject, considered 
had been derived trom Judaism in respect to sanitation. One of his boyish 
aspirations was a desire to write the lite of Moses from the point of view ofa 
sanitary inspector— (Laughter).- and he asked Mr. Ernest Hart to consent to 
give them an indication of his views on that subject without enlarging upon the 
method of the arrangements by which Moses contrived to dispose ot sewage.— 
( Laughter.) 

Professor STEWART, in acknowledging the toast said he felt that: his 
position was somewhat ambiguous. He felt that on matters of science he was 
practically a “successful impostor”; the only thing he couid boast was that, in 
common with so many, he hud a sincere love for acquiring knowledge. It had 
been with him a delight simply to strive to learn a little about the wonders of 
nature, and he Lad jerrned sufficient to enable him to appreciate the work of 
others. 

Mr. Ernest Harr, who was very cordially received said: Lhave at once 
to acknowledge my appreciation of your kindness in inviting me this evening, 
and to express my extreme pleasure in finding myself in such congenial society. 
lt is interesting to me to consider the status of the Jews in the professions when 
| started and compare it with the present. Such a club as this would have been 
impossible, as in my early years the number of Jews who then followed the 
professions could be counted on ten lingers, There were one or two barristers 
—most of them men of distinction-especially Jacob Waley and George 
Jessel, and the lirst Jewish barrister who -was ever admitted to the Bar, 
Mr, Francis Goldsmmd. 1 had the honour of being the first Jew who was 
ever admitted to a public school, or was “captain”? of a public school.— 
(Cheers. ) lL had the honour of being the tirst Jew in this country 
who took an University scholarship, and although I won several scholar- 
ships, | did not go to the Cambridge University because it would have been 
impossible for me as a Jew. to obtain a degree. L was the first 
Jew who was ever a hospital surgeon, attached to a public. hospital 
in England. There are now inany. So you see that I belong to quite a pre- 
historic period, and yet I am only sixty-six years old.—( Applause). ‘The 
number of men who belong to the learned professions is comparatively small. 
Only recently no British Jew could obtain a degree except at the London 
University. Mr. Salaman has appealed to me for my opinion as to how much 
the greatest of modern wedical sciences, Preventive Medicine, has derived from 
the Mosaical teachings. I will sum it upin a few words. 

SANITATION OF THE J EWs, 1400 Bow 


The laws of hygiene, the laws of sanitary science, owe everything to 
Moses; the Mosaic law of sanitation was, when he laid it down, has been ever 
since, and is now far ahead, in truth and in detail, of the most modern results 
of our public laws; aye even ineluding the Public Health-Amendments Act 
of last-year. The very basis of our modern sanitary legislation is the duty, 
the necessity of preserving the soil, air and water from pollution. That is the 
essence of all our modern scientific research. If you look to the sanitary law of 
Moses, if you remember your Deuteronomy, you will know that striking verse 1n 
which the Jews are told: “ The Lord thy God walketh in the midstof thy camp 
to deliver thee. Let thy camp therefore, be kept holy lest He should find unclean- 
liness in thee, andturnaway from thee.’ That was followed out by most minute 
laws and strictly observed. It is the duty of giving the sewage to the soil, and 
the water to the rivers; and it is that which we now aim at. If it were to be 
universally observed, if the soil were kept pure, if all refuse were removed, as 
it was from the Jewish camp, when the Jews were passing from Egypt, by a 
great body of sanitary police, we should hear nothing, we should never have 
heard, of cholera or typhoid fever. The neglect of these Mosaic laws costs 
every year in India from cholera alone one hundred thousand lives. 
It has just cost three hundred thousand lives this year in Russia alone ; 
it has cost during the last few weeks seven thousand lives in Hamburg, and it 1s 
impossible to say how many thousands of lives annually are lost through the 
want of observance of these Mosaic rules. Annually, at the present time in 
England, six thousand deaths result from typhoid, and are due to 
the pollution of the water and soil; and that is a _ simple 
index to enable us to judge of the total loss of ite 
through that one cause throughout Lurope. 


CoMPruLtsory NOTIFICATION OF DISEASES. 

I am proud of having introduced into this country what may be known 
to all as the Vompulsory Notification of Diseases. I first proposed that Act 
in the British Medical Association and was almost driven trom the platform. 
Now it has become law, after a number of provincial towns successfully estab- 
lished it, it became a general permissive law. It has become widely, but not 
yet universally, adopted. Yet the principle of the Compulsory Notification 
of Diseases Act, is 2 Mosaic law. In Leviticus, it is said: “He that is 
unclean let him depart from among you to take his residence outside 
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the camp. And it was provided that any man who had an infectious disease 
should notify it to the priest, who removed the man who was affected, and his 
habitation was destroyed by fire. That was a complete mode of notification 
of isolation and of most perfect destruction of disease germs. We are in absolute 
need of isolation houses, and I assert fearlessly that if we had introduced into 
England the Mosaic system of isolation and houses of refuge, scarlet fever 
typhoid and cholera would be stamped out. Sir James Simpson advocated 
the system of isolation but he was not aware that it was a Mosaic form of 
sanitation. 
INsPECTION OF Meat 

I might speak to you of the inspection of meat and of the 
for a thorough examination of animals killed for food We 
beginning to understand how infectious are the tuberculous diseases from 
animals to man. Tuberculosis would, to a Jewish shochet. be suflicient 
cause for prohibiting the use of the animal. No one ‘can estimate 
how largely the prevalent curse of consumption is due to the 
eating of tuberculous meat and to drinking milk drawn from an 
infected cow. At present there is a premium on tuberculous cows, because thev 
eat little food and give much milk! I hope that laws will be promulgated—as 
the result of the Royal Commission now sitting—which will enforce the Mosaic 
Law and provide that tuberculous cows shall be Killed, and tuberculous meat 
thrown from the market. I do not propose to go into more minute details of 
personal purification and other habits which are laid down in Leviticus and 
which tend to health. Throughout the long course of centuries the better 
health of the Jewish race bas been statistically most pronounced, When 
pestilence has broken out it has been noticed that the Jews « scaped and that 
those who drank from the wells, which we know to have been polluted water 
were especially attacked by the epidemic : this fact led to frightful and repeated 
epee re of the Jews in the Middle Ages, who were frequently accused of 
laving poisoned the wells. The mortality of the Jewish population is at 
this moment thirty per cent. less than that of the ordinary populatton, and 
in France thirty-three per cent. less. aa

CHOLERA NOT INTRODUCED BY Russian Jews, 

_ _ One final word about the unhappy Russian Jews. No doubt under the 
influences of persecution and amalgamation with a race. filthy in its habits and 
quite unacquainted with the Mosaic laws of sanitation. the Russian Jews have 
degenerated in their habits of cleanliness. Nevertneless, they are far more 
healthy than are their countrymen of other religions, and although the immigrant 
Russian Jew is held up as the bugbear of kurope, as the carrier of cholera, 
yet, 1f you look as I have looked to the facts of .those who have 
brought cholera to this country and to the statistics amongst the Russian immi- 
grants, you will find bardly any cholera amongst the lot. Out of 34 cholera- 
stricken immigrants who reached England only six appear to have been 
Russian Jewish Immigrants, though the report that cholera was brought to this 
country by Russian Jews was used asa means of putting odium on those who 
deserve the opposite treatment.. There has been no cholera introduced into 
this country by Russian immigrants. And the Rev. S. Singer, at my side, 
informs me that the same can-be said in regard to Hamburg. It only remains 
for me to assure you of the deep interest I feel in the success of this club. 
and the satisfaction I feel in learning of its remarkable and, I hope, long to he 
continued success.—( Loud Applause.)

Jews.—Mr. M. D. Davis writes to Votes and Qucries The 
medieval Jews, both in England and on the Continent, made it a point ‘to 
study the Talmud very zealously : and to such an extent did they carry their 
ardour that they got together, in the course of time, a vast amount of addenda 
to the text, technically known as Z7esvpiosx or additions. Several of these 
addenda have seen the light of print, but a large quantity yet remains in manu- 
script. Occasionally when an argument has to be clenched or a_ precedent 
established, some interesting incident of the times is related. References to 
England, however, are very rare, [In one work of this kind, entitled “ the 
Mordecai” from the name ot the compiler, an atiusion is made to our realm in 
early times. A question is being debated with regard to marrying and re 
marrying, and the Rabbis are in doubt whether they are empowered to absolve 
a woman from her marriage vows in the event of her husband vanishing from 
the scene of life, no one being cognizant of the time or mode of his exit. 
Eventually they arrive at this conclusion. If any person, Jew or Gentile, a 
criminal or otherwise, solemn y avows that he knows the husband to be d2ad, 
his word is taken, and the widow may re-marry. Then follows an instare> to 
prove the position to be correct. “It is related that a certainChristian was 
sentenced to death; but before being led to execution, he confessed that he had 
once murdered a Jew between Nicole and Everwye (Lincoln and York). The 
murdered man was carrying ten pounds from a lady in Everwye, named Judith, 
to her brother in Nicole.” The widow was allowed again to tie the nuptial 
knot. The Hebrew record is without date. I have caretully looked through 
my tabulated lists of all the York and Lincoln Jews who were in England up to 
the time of the Expulsion in 120, but can find no trustworthy trace of the 
persons here alluded to. 

JEWISH WorKING MEN’s CLun.—At a meeting of the Licensing Committee 
of the London County Council held last week, the music and dancing license 
held in the name of Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., for the Jewish Working Men's 
Cluband Lads’ Institute was recommended to be refused, as structural alterations 
necessary for the safety of the public, although promised, had not been carried 
out. We understand that no appearance before the Committee was made on 
behalf of the Club owing to the short notice given. An appeal from the 
decision of the Committee will probably be made to the County Council when 
explanations will be given of the reasons why only part of the many requisitions 
for structural alterations was carried out.—Tbe Committee are arranging for the 
coming session a programme which promises to be as attractive as those ot former 
years. The opening entertainment will be on Sunday the 6th prox., and will be 
under the direction of Mr. Bernhardt Cohen, Chairman of the Entertainment 
Committee.

AMERICAN SYMPATHY WITH RUSSIAN JEWS. 


A Chicago Jew, having written to ex-President Cleveland, who is again in 
nomination tor the Presidency of the United States, a letter of congratulation oy 
the attitude of the Democrats towards the Jews in Russia, has received the 
following reply :—‘ It is exceedingly gratifying to know that you appreciate ¢, 
fully the attitude of the Democratic party towards your brethren in the 
Hebrew faith, Iam fully in sympathy with the declarations on that subject 
though Lam not sure that cither the party or myself deserves the least praise 
for sentiments which are only in accordance with humanity, and tue kindly 
feeling which ought to exist in the brotherhood of mankind.” : 

Monsignor O'Railly. an eminent Roman Catholic prelate in Ney 
York, writing to the Rev. Dr. Henry 8S. Jacobs a letter of sympathy 
in his illness, refers to the Russo-Jewish question in the following 
terms:~“I do wish with all my heart that in this crisis of the perse- 
cuted Hebrew race in the Rassian Empire, the leading clergymen and laymen 
of our great and free country would come together and take counsel. We 
ought, as they did in London a few years ago, protest in the name of humanity.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


M. Z. J. Brodsky, the great Russian Jewish industrialist, is at present in 
Paris. His visit is largely in connection with negotiations for the conclusion 
of anew Commercial Treaty between France ard tussia, 

The late General Gresser, while Governor of St. Petersburg, ordered all 
Jewish tradesmen to describe their full Jewish names over their shops and 
warehouses. His successor, General von Wahl, intends to revoke this order, 
The Minister of Public Instruction has forbidden foreign Jews whose sons are 
being educated in the higher schools in Russia from residing in that country. 
Hitherto such residence has been permitted to foreign Jews during the time 
their sous were at school, even if the schools were outside the Pale of Settle- 
ment. 


THE JEWISH AGRICULTURAL COLONIES IN 
SOUTHERN RUSSIA. 


At the first annual dinner given in Odessa in commemoration of the Agri- 
cultural Farm established for Jewish children in that city last year, M. Somoff, 
the Director of the Imperial Domains in the Governments of Cherson and Bes- 
sarabia, in a speech in reply to a toast drunk in his honour, said that as one who 
had accompanied M. Ostrowski, Minister of Imperial Russian Domains, on_ his 
visit to the Jewish Agricultural Colonies, he was able to inform his hearers that 
although he must not divulge the opinion formed by M. Ostrowski on the subject 
of his visit, he would state that its results will be rather in favour of the Jewish 
colonists than othe: wise. 


The Dvily News of the 12th published an interesting comparison between a 
journey from Jatfa to Jerusalem under old conditions and under those which 
will obtain through the. opening of the railway, whereby much of the 
picturesqueness formerly attending the journey will be lost. | 

Mr. F. H. Cowen’s opera “ Signa,” which Mr. D'Oyly Carte commissioned 
him to write before the collapse of the Royal English Opera House, will be 
produced in Italy, probably at the Carlo Felice Theatre at Genoa during the 
January Carnival. Mr. Cowen will superintend ali arrangements and conduct 
the performance. 

IF REEMASONRY.—On Monday evening ata meeting of the Lodge of Tran- 
quillity the rare instance of a Past-Master initiating his grandson into Free- 
masonry was witnessed for the second time in this Lodge. In both instances 
Bro. Myer Harris, who has beéna member of the Lodge for forty years, con- 
ducted the ceremony: his grandson on Monday evening being Mr. 8. D. Isaacs. 
During the meeting a vote of condolence was passed, amid every mark of 
sympathy, to the family of the late Bro. R. Z, Bloomfield, a Past-Master of the 
Lodge, whose eldest son was Master last year. 


Sr. Joun's Woop SyNacocur.—On the First Day of Tabernacles the 
Honorary Officers of St. John’s Wood Synagogue held a Reception in the new

READING THE TEN COMMANDMENTS IN THE 
SYNAGOGUE SERVICE. 


On Sabbath last the Decalogue was recited as a Bible Reading for the first 
time at the St. John’s Wood Synagogue. It has been arranged that on four 
occasions in the year the Ten Commandments shall be similarly read: On 
Sabbath Bereshith, on the two Sabbaths when the Ten Commandments are read 
in the weekiy portion and on the Feast of Weeks. 

The Rev. B. Berliner, in the course of his sermon, took the opportunity of 
stating why the Decalogue is not allowed to figure as an essential portion of the 
liturgy. He said : there can be no doubt that, in the words of Maimonides.“ The 
Decalogue is the basis of the Law and its commencement.” (Tamid chapter 5, 
§ 1.) Nevertheless, it is not allowed to form part of the statutory prayers. The 
consideration of this subject will lead us back to an interesting coapter of 
post-Biblical History, to the time when 1,80) years ago the Christian sect was 
in its earliest infancy, when the Jewish Christians still formed part of the 
Jewish community, and were closely connected with Judaism. They observed 
the Jewish Laws in all their details, and pointed to the example of the founder 
of Christianity as a great and good man who taught the duty of living in 
poverty. Hence the name given to them, was Ebionites, the Hebrew 
for “poor people.” They were nicknamed by: their opponents, 
“poor in mind,” ‘These men were ignorant peasants, who were comforted 
by the idea that on their account the Messiah had come; that happiness, in a 
better world, would be their share, as a result of his death. The Jewish 
elements of belief were not yet hopelessly tainted by the perfectly inadmissible 
doctrines of the Christianity of later days. But there arose a sect of Pagan 
Christians, who under the leadership of Paul severed themselves entirely from 
the Jewish fold. Paul taught that the Jewish Law was no longer binding: 
that it had been superseded by the New Faith. These Pagan Christians 
regarded the Founder of their Faith-in the same light as is the belief of the 
Christianity of to-day. ‘These doctrines were extremely repulsive to the Jewish 
mind; they were characterised as the teaching of Balaam which led to 
idolatry and immorality. At first, the Jews and the Jewish Christians lived 
amicably together. But gradually these Jewish Christians adopted the views 
of the Pagan Christians, both as regards their belief in the personality of the 
Founder of Christianity as well as concerning the binding character of the 
Mosaic Laws. ‘Then they were classed with the “ Minim,” the Unbelievers, the 
Sectarians. It was at this period that the Decalogue was prohibited from being 
read in the provinces of Judea immediately before the Shemang, although in 
the ritual used by the priests in the Temple both formed part of the short 


Service. The obvious reason is explicitly stated in the. Talmud, viz., that the 
“Minim,” the Jewish Christians, should not be able to say that only 
the Ten Commandments were given to Moses at Sinai, that other 
portions of the fPentateuch are not trae and that the proof 


is that the community of Jews only read in the synagogues the words uttered 
by God at Sinai. It is evident from this that the Christian propagandists 
endeavoured to influence the belief of the uneducated peasants and wean them 
from obedience to the Pentateuchal Commands by referring to the contents of 
the ritual. It is interesting to note that in place.of the Ten Commandments, it 
was proposed that the chapters containing the history of Balak and Balaatin 
should be read with the Shemang toremind the people that Balaam wished to 
curse Israel, and when by God's interposition he could only bless them, he advised 
that they should be tempted to practise immorality and idolatry; the result of 
which was that 24,000 died by a plague as a punishment for their sin. 
This suggestion was, however, not adopted on account of “ the trouble it would 
be to the Congregation to read these long chapters.” It seems that the omission 
of the ten Commandments was regarded as a hardship, for their introduction into 
the ritual was desired by eminent Rabbis in different places and at different 
times, but this request was not sanetioned for the old reason “that the 
Decalogue had been removed on account of the outery made by’ the * Minim, 
the heretics.” Possibly in order to soothe the disappointed minds of the 
people, it was pointed out that the Shemang contained all that the ten Com- 
mandments taught, and had at the same time the additional advantage that 
its words could not be misunderstood and perverted to disseminate un-Jewish 
doctrines. Thus we see how anxious our Rabbis were to act firmly and wisely 
and yet at the same time to pay due regard to the feelings of the genera! 
public. It may be said that these regulations have no appropriateness at the 
present day. Is that really so? Do not many declare that only the 1njune- 
tions of the Decalogue are binding on us? But we do not call them heretics 
and sectarians. it is better for us and for them that we do not set ourselves up 
as judges of their thoughts and deeds, At the same time and for this very 
reason we must be all the more guarded to preserve and uphold those regula- 
tions which point to the binding character of the Pentateuchal Laws. Such is 
the reason .which I submit for the non-admission of the Decalogue into the 
statutory portions of the Ritual. 


Houy Lanp Exuipition Av Briguron.— An exhibition of considerable 
interest has been opened at 131 and 132, Queens’ Road, Brighton, a spacious 
building well adapted for the purpose. The promoters of the exhibition have 
brought together under one roof such a variety of “pictures” as to enable 
visitors to form a fairly adequate idea of life in the Holy Land. The ground 
floor of the building is arranged as a street in Jerusalem, with its quaint houses, 
bazaars, walls and towers. ‘There are also on exhibition a variety of grains, 
seeds, cereals, shells, gums and other articles sent over by Mr. John R. 
Pilling, of the Syria and Ottoman Railway, which will serve to dispel the idea 
that Palestine for the most part is “waste” land. Of special interest are the 
Tenz models of Jerusalem, of Herod's Temple, of the Tabernacle in the 
Wilderness. and of the Encampment of the Israelites. There is an excellent 
gallery of Oriental pictures which includes Mr. Solomon J. Solomon “ At the 

ountain” and “ An old Karmelite Synagogue” by Mr. James Clark. A diorama 
of thirty spectacular effects illustrating as many scenes of life in Palestine from 
sketches made on the spot forms an attractive feature of the exhibition, In 
the evening lectures (illustrated by dissolving views) are delivered. Charac- 
teristic “Oriental” music is given at regular imtervals, andi “ Kastern Magic 
is illustrated by Mr. James Bertram. he exhibition is both attractive and 
instructive, and will well repay a visit. 


Evias LE Evesk, Curer Raprst, 1250.—Mr. M. D. Davis writes: Mention 
was made in a late issue of the Jewish Chronicle of a golden cup presented by 
the Chief Rubbi of England to King Henry III. in 1250. The affair is not so 
simpie as it appears. Tne monarch coveted the cup, and bargained for its 
purchase. He obtained it for the sum of 250 marks or £166 15s. 4d., its present 
value being at least £2,000. He took the treasured article, religiously gave it 
to the Dean and Chapter of Westminster f ‘r them to use in Divine Service, and 
then coolly repudiated the bargain.

By the courtesy of the Rev. 8S, Singer we are enabled to — the follows 
ing extracts from a letter addressed to him from Malta by a Jewish young man, 
who is new serving as Corporal in the Royal Marines:—It is a source of the 
greatest satisfaction to me toread the ictter you published in the Jewish Chiru | 
replying to some Jewish young men who considered that their religion stood in 
the way of their entering the service. ‘Therein you express exactly the reasons 
that induced me to enlist; more particularly that in Which you advise entering 
the service as a young man, thereby benetitang by the discipline, obedience, and 
physical training it entails, rather than embarking in some trade already over- 
crowded by our coreligionists, such as I was originally intended for. I should 
have had to eke out a bare sustenance by working as a furmer,—that was to 
be my trade, in ciose, unhealthy workshops under conditions exactly Opposite 
and contrary in effect to what the Service would be. 

In justification of the step I have taken in enlisting, I have advanced, from 
time to time, to my parents and friends the reasons you set forth in your letter 
_. .. _T| wonder what are the feelings of a Jewish father in countries where 
“ baiting the Jew”’ is an object of political parties, on seeing his sons torn from 
home and forced into a degrading military servitude among those who revile 
his faith and scorn his religion. He has then no option but to submit and bear 
with as good a grace as he can this bereavement. He submits with more 
cheerfulness than his better situated English brother, who when a son volunteers 
to devote himself to the laudable and necessary duty of protecting the country, 
sometimes practically disowns him. 

Tama good Jew, devoted to my religion, proud of my faith and scruple 
not to prociaim it wherever lam.

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THE TALMUD JEW IN GREAT ALIE STREET. 


[fROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


There was a time when the study of the Talmud was the elixir of my 
youthful life. I well remember the days and nights when I endeavoured to 
commit to memory some of the most difficult passages in the Mishna; when 
the intricate problems contained in the three ZBaras entirely engrossed my 
undeveloped faculties; when the fierce intellectual contentions between Abaye 
and Rabba, Rabbina and Rav Ash, left me in such a mental condition that I 
ardently prayed for the speedy advent of the prophet Elijah who would sooth 
my poor distracted spirit, and solve all difficulties. But time and circumstances 
did not permit me to pursue my favourite studies. The last few weeks, how 
ever, owing to the prolonged leisure afforded. by the recent holy days, 1 was 
enabled to renew my acquaintance with some portions of the Mishna, and a 
synopsis of the Agada, as contained in that marvellous book “ The Eye of 
Jacob.” And to atone for myapparent neglect, I determined not only to obtain 
as much knowledge as | could glean from books, but also to acquire oral 
instr uction by attending public lectures. Happily, the announcement that the 
Rev. Chayim Maccoby, the Kaminitzer Magid, would deliver a discourse on the 
‘Talmud Jew,” enabled me to gratify my desires. Accordingly, on Sunday 
last | wended my way eastwards, to the Jewish Working Men's Club in Great 
Alie Street, and having purchased a ticket, | was ushered into the great hall of 
the Club which was literally packed from floor to ceiling. Casting a glance at 
the people I noticed that the vast assembly was composed of a typical East End 
audience, There was nota single member of the “Soranian” school of Maida 
Vale ; and the wise men of Pumbaditha, or Daiston, were conspicuous by tteir 
absence; whilst the sages of Nahardea, or the far West, probably thought 
it a mortal sin to listen to an exposition of the Talmudin jargon. Neverthe- 
less, it was a sight to see a thousand poople, extremely decorous, and intensely 
enthusiastic, listening with rapt attention to a discourse that moved them now 
to exhilarating laughter, and anon to deep sorrow, evidently appreciating to the 
full every point of the eloquent Magyid. 

Before the lecture commenced there were two Afternoon Services at which 
the entire audience stood up; and one could not help noticing that the ladies 
who formed a considerable portion, were mvre reverential and devoted in the 
responses than the men, 

The Chief Rabbi, having introduced ‘the lecturer in a few words, Mr. 
Maccoby took for his text the first and last sentences of the Talmud, and for 
nearly two hours held his audience speli-bound by his copious quotation, his 
marvellous declamation, and his thorough earnestness. 

The Chief Rabbi concluded the proceedings with a speech in pure German, 
which was understood by very few. Altogether, the lecture has not added to 
my knowledge of the Talmud, Neither the mathod nor the manner in which 
it was delivered could impress the student of Hebrew literature. But as the 
people to whom it was given were both receptive and appreciative and as the 
object is to promote the noble cause of charity, I can cordially recommend the 
forthcoming lectures to your charitably disposed readers. 


Under the auspices of the Society Netzach Yisrael, a lecture on the above 
subject was delivered at the Working Men's Club last Sunday by the Rev. Ch. 
Maccony, the Kamminitzer Maggid,” the Cuier presiding. The large 
hall was tilled to excess, and the audience was most enthusiastic, 

De. AbLerR, who spoke in German, briefly introduced the lecturer. He said : 
It is my pleasant cuty this evening to introduce to this vast assembly my 
honourable friend the Kev. Mr. Maccoby. It is not the first time I have listened 
to his interesting and learned remarks, and [ hope it may not be the last. My 
earnest wish is tnat all here will carefully consider the words which fall from 
his lips, which no doubt will prove highly instructive to all of us. 

‘The Rey. Cit. Maccony, who on rising was received with enthusiastic cheer- 
ing, then delivered his lecture. Having told the audience that the proceeds of the 
series of lectures were to be wholly applied to relieving the distress of widows 
stricken with poverty, and of fatherless children, the lecturer addressed himself to 
the task of detending the Talmud from the attacks that were made against it. 
What was the Talmud’ The Talmud was first of all the heritage of Israel. 
Yet how few persons really understand the Talmud, more especially 


here in England. Even many who study it do so in a_ most 
carsory and off-hand manner. Ten years the lecturer declared 
Was the minimum amount of time required to make an_ individual 


at all proficient in the study of the Talmud. Our Rabbis of blessed 
memory told us that the contents of a book may be pretty accurately gauged 
by reading the beginning and the conclusion: of the book, Let us apply this 
maxim to the Tatmud. The Talmnd begins with the Mishna in Berachoth : 
* When, in the evening, is the time for reading the Shema ?” The lecturer. then 
eloquently descanted on the idea that the Shema was a message of peace and 


good-will to all the world, that it was the mission of Israel to teach the - 


Shema, the Unity of God, to the whole universe. Abraham, our forefather. 
was the lirst to preach this doctrine, and therefore wherever he went he was 
cordially welcomed—as a messenger from the Divine God. And yet what 
have we in bygone ages not suffered in endeavouring to uphold the integrity of 
the Talmud. Scattered to ali the ends of the earth, chased like wild beasts, 
hunted to death inthe Dark Ages, avoided and hated by everybody, the weak 
and defenceless Jew still lives. But what was it that preserved the Jew during 
these dark days of persecution, that sustained him in his trials and tribulations ? 
It was the Talmud. The Talmud acted as his guiding star, it was his manna 
through the years of weary wandering in the desert of the Middle 
Aan, Were it not for the Talmud the inexorable and immutable 
aw of nature which declares that the stronger destroys the weaker 
long ago been inevitably fulfilled. In spite of this 
: a = as been represented as a book consisting of nonsensical fabulous 
tales, ao a poisoned well. How many vicissitudes has the Talmud under- 
gone i imes innumerable has it been proscribed, condemned, mutilated and 
elivered over to the flames. But it still survives and flourishes. It would be 
perhaps inferred that the ideas contained within it have been the cause of iis 
own destruction, that it deserved to be condemned. He would show b 
means of a few instances that these criticisims are most unjustifiable The 
world at the present day boasts of its progress and civilisation. One of the 
questions agitating the public mind is whether capital punishment should be 
abolished. Switzerland and other countries which have already abolished the 
death penalty, proudiy declare themselves to be in the van of civilisation, We 
: ve of Sot, in the nineteenth century reached this point when several countries 
wre ~ lished punishment by death. Let us go back to the much despised 
a “ ; bboy is the opinion of the Talmud upon this point.

cluding, the lecturer said,“ Why should we be ashamed to be seen exercising 
our religion ? I call it a national disgrace that we Jews should be deterred from 
performing the will of our Father in Heaven, because some ignorant. yokel 
laughs at us. The latter remark is specially appropriate now since I myself 
know persons who are afraid of being seen with the Esrog and Lulav in their 
hands for fear of ridicule. It may seem paradoxical, but I can assure you that 
this is chiefly the cause why in civilized countries we ure looked upon with 
aversion, - myself have heard Christians admiring the faithfulness, the 
loyalty and steadfastness of the Jews to God's divine commands, It is only 
by clinging tenaciously to our holy religion that we Jews can establish and 
spread the ideal of a parer knowledgs of God and a higher morality to carey 
right to the people of the world aad to become a Mosstanc nitioa.” Clouland

JEWS’ COLLEGE. 


Appeals were made in most of the Metropolitan Synagogues on Thursday 
last on behalf of Jews’ College. 
NEW SYNAGOGUE. 

The Chief Rabbi preached at the New Synagogue. and took his text from 
the Book of Amos, ix.,]1: “In that day will I raise up the Tabernacle of 
David that is fallen.” The Preacher showed how Israel's glory had fallen by 
our insensibility to his message and mission, how his fair fame had been 
besmirched by our love of gain, of show, and by our materialistic tendencies. 
David's Tabernacle could only be re-established by the purity of our faith and 
the purity of our life. For the accomplishment of this work, ministers were 
needed filled with fervent zeal and burning enthusiasm for their faith, men who 
would drink deep of the wisdom contained in the written and traditional law. 
and who at the same time would be fully abreast of the culture of the age. Our 
modern Colleges for the training of ministers, it was shown, could trace their 
origin to the ancient Schools of the Prophets. Dr. Adler pleaded fora more 
liberal support of Jews’ College which for a whole generation had supplied 
many of the pulpits in the British Empire. Not by appareling the Scrolls of 
the Law in gorgeous vestments, not in carrying them round the Synagogue with 
festal hymns, but by striving that the Word of God should be more widelv 
known and better understood, would they prove their Simchath Torah. their true 
Rejoicing of the Law. 
| BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE, 

The Rev. H. Gollancz, M.A., preaching at the Bayswater Synagogue on the 
Kighth Day of Tabernacles, took his text trom the Haphtorah, Ist Kings, viii. 
57—6U. Mr. Gollancz used bis text as a preface to a vigorous Appeal on behalf 
of Jews’ College, which for 36 years past had been training Preachers, Precentors 
aud Preceptors for English communities at home and abroad. As an alumnus 
of the College himself, he was deterred by a feeling of delicacy from answering 
the question as to how far the students of the College realised the expectations 
of the community, but he was not deterred by any such feeling from stating that 
the community had most inexplicably neglected its duty towards the College, 
and had throughout its career held aloof from supporting so worthy an under- 
taking, screening itself behind the generosity, the muniticence, of one or two 
warm-hearted individuals. When we compared the effective machinery among 
our fellow-citizens of other denominations for the training of those destined to 
be. their ministers and teachers of religion, surely it was not to the credit of our 
community to suffer its only Theological Training School “to languish for the 


comparatively trifling support necessary to carry on its work and extend its | 


usefulness.’ He would beg his hearers to support Jews’ College, with which 
were intimately bound up the highest interests of Anglo-J udaism. 
New West SYNAGOGUE, 

The Rev. S. Singer tock as the subject of his discourse at the 
New West End Synagogue, “The relation of the Jewish laity and clergy,” 
basing his remarks upon Deut. xxxiii., 18, “ Rejoice, O Zebulun, in thy going 
out, and thou, O Issachar, in thy tents,’ and upon the tradition ‘connected 
therewith, viz., that between these two brother-tribes a covenant existed, by 
which, while Issachar devoted himself especially to the study of God’s Law, 
Zebuiun, who pursued a more worldly and enterprising career, dedicated part of 
his gains to the support of his brother, and thus shared with him the credit of 
his achievements in the world of religious thought. The man of action and the 
man of thought, were not conceived by the law-giver as antagonistic but as 
necessary, supplementary to each other ; they were unitedin thesame benediction, 
blessed by him in one and the same breath. ‘These reflections, the preacher 
thought ought to have more than an antiquarian interest for us. He continued : 
The principle of the division of labour, thus early applied in the field of religion, 
commends itself as equally adapted to our needs. Let us hope indeed that the 
great doctrine that we Jews are a kingdom of priests may never be lost sight 
of in our religious life, both communal and individual. Still itis not likely to 
be seriously contested that the very conditions of modern éxistence render it 
an absolute necessity that, while the energies of so many are absorbed in the 
storm and stress of secular pursuits, others there must be who shall devote 
themselves to the sacred calling. Is there not as much need to-day as ever of 
men who shall “teach God's judgments to Jacob and His law to Israel,” men 
who shall have “ knowledge of the times,’ and for the times, “to know what 
Israel should do,’ who shall call their people to the Mount of the Lord, and 
lead them to offer Him the most acceptable of  sacrifices—that of 
a righteous life ? Far more than a supply of synagogues our community needs 
a supply of scholarly, capable and earnest clergy. For, while a good minister 
may create a synagogue, no synagogue, however magnificent, will ever make a 
minister. .Strange it is that Jews, in this country at least, generally begin at 
the wrong end in the realisation of their religious needs. How then is the chief 
want of Jewish congregations to be met ? There is no better method than that 
which is hinted at in the traditional pact of Zebulun and Issachar. If a number 
of men are to be constantly forthcoming to satisfy, in however moderate a 
degree, the demands of an ideal Jewish ministry, preparation must be made by 
selecting betimes and training, under the best of teachers and under the most 
favourable conditions and surroundings, a sufficient number of young men, 
who have both the fitness and the love for such a vocation. It is, let us not 

eceive ourselves, a long, an arduous and a costly process. Now and then per- 
haps a heaven-born minister appears ; but he is no more to be counted on than 
is a heaven-born general, physician or statesman at the critical moment when he 
is most needed. Besides,even the heaven-born has to be eirth-bred, if he is 
to be of any use. A Samuel is devoted unto the Lord from his early childhood. 
The prophets bad their schools where the disciples or “sons of the propiets 
received instruction in some of those very arts by which they have held captive 
the souls of generations of men. Priests and Levites were not admitted to 
their functions without a period of precedent suitable training. Sarely it will 
not be contended that in these things we are better than our fathers. Now, 
there is among us an institution from which for years past there has 
gone forth by far the greatest number of those who fill the respon- 
sible office of ministers in Anglo-Jewish congregations—men _ repre- 
senting various schools of Jewish thought, educated under the auspices 
of a Council equally representative. But the amount of support which 
our Training College for Jewish Ministers receives is almost a reproach 
to our community. It is forced to carry on the work of educating, and, in 
many cases. supporting some thirty students and pupils, from 14 to 25 years of 
age, of keeping up a suitable establishment and maintaining an efficient statt 
upon an income equal to that poe which many a Jewish family of the middle 
class finds it difficult to live. hat a contrast to all this is presented by the 
splendid endowments held by Christian institutions for the spread of the teach- 
ings of their religion. There are whole Universities which owe their existence 
to the encouragement originally intended for religious studies mainly. The 
greatest Nonconformist Church in this Metropolis devotes its weekly collec- 
tion, which amount usually to above £50, to the support of the Pastors 
College, inseparable, as it ought to be, from the church itself. But we not 
only cannot compare with our neighbours of other denominations; we are far 

hind our own brethren in other countries. What have we to show compared 
with what is done for Jewish Seminaries and Jeshiboth in Germany, Austria, 
Hungary, !America—though we are apt. to smile superciliously at American 


J udaism—or even in poverty-stricken Poland? I would entreat every member 

ot my Hock who belheves that the viving of food and clothing and fret to 

the poor does not ¢ inbrace the whole sphere of Jewish to re 

his most generous support to the Jews College, for which if | plead somewhat 

warmly, | hope this may serve as my excuse and justification, that 1 owe to 

it, humanly Speaxing, almost everthing I am, and have been enabled 

to accomplish as a minister of our Holy Faith I do not d& spair 

of one day seeing, what I have before referred to, a Jewish Ministry 

largely recruited, like the clergy of other denominations, from the more prosper us 
families, and from the higher social strata of our community : but we cannot 
afford to wait for such a consummation, however devoutly to be wished: and 
in the interval the one practical course for us is to follow the hint. “ rejoice. 
Zebulun, in thy going out, and thou, O Issachar. in thy tents, "—rejoice 
you of the laity in your prosperity, but give also reason to those to be glad 
who in the house of study are preparing themselves to safeguard and promote 
their and your spiritual interests. This is to celebrate a veritable “ Sumchath 
lorah "—a rejoicing of the Law. And even as Zebulun was first blessed. 
though he was younger than Issachar, because. as an old Jewish commentator 
sugyvests, his action enabled his brother's ideals to be realised. so upon vou also 
will rest the first and not the least blessing, because you will bave done some- 
thing to spread the knowledge and love of that Law, which it pleased the Lord 
for his righteousness’ sake, to magnify and make honourable.

Kast LONDON SYNAGOGUE. 

Taking his text from the Haphtorah of the day (1. Kings viii., 3°), that

AUSTRALIA. 

Mr. Nathaniel Levi, of Sti. Kilda, has been elected member for the North 
Yarra Province in the Legislative Council of Melbourne. He defeated the 
retiring member by a majority pf 858 in a total poll of 4,500. Mr. Levi formerly 
resided in Liverpool, and is brother of Mr. Henry Levi of the same city. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

The Archduke Eugene, brother of the Queen Regent of Spain, spent a few 
days as the guest of aJew during the military manceuvres. His Imperial High- 
ness Is well acquainted with synagogil music. When some years ago he was 
in garrison at Pardubitz, he sent for the Cantor of the Jewish Congregation, 
and atked to be taught some of the traditional hebrew chants. 


CANADA, 

The Temple Emanuel at Montreal, the first “ Reform” Synagogue in the 
Dominion, was dedicated on the 16th ult. An address, appropriate to the 
occasion, was delivered by Dr, A. S. Isaacs, of New York, and the sermon was 
preached by the Rabbi, Mr. Veld. Among the donors to the Synagogue are 
Sir Julian Goldsmid and Mr. Claude Montefiore. 

CAPE COLONY, 

The Committee of the Helping Hand Jewish Philanthropic Society at 
Kimberley have presented an illuminated address to Mr. Abraham Hyam on his 
retirement from the office of Treasnrer. The address emphasises the interest 
taken by Mr. livam in the affairs of the Society, and the great consideration 
and kindness he showed to applicants for relief, 

FRANCE. 

The anti-Semites are being repudiated by all political parties. After the 
Bonapartists, it is the turn of the Orleanists, in whose name Count ad’ Hausson- 
ville, representative of the Count de Paris, has disavowed all sympathy with the 
anti-Semites and emphatically condemned their tactics, 

The German Socialist Deputy, Herr Liebknechit, who took part in the 
Workmen’s Congress at Marsgilles, energetically pronounced against the 
doctrines of anti-Semitism. | 

M. Drumont will shortly figure again as defendant ina libel action. This 
time the plaintiff isa Jew, M. Schuhi, Grand Rabbin of Vesoul. During the 
passage of troops through Vesoul, M. Schubl was informed that he would have 
to board and lodge two soldiers. He admitted them to his table, but not having 
sufficient accommodation he sent them to an hotel, naturally at his expense. 
M. Drumont hearing of the incident, published a false account alleging that the 
Grand Rabbin had refused to give shelter to the two men, This statement is 
the ground for the action commenced by M. Schubl. 

We recently mentioned that the Bishop of Digne had prohibited the 
priests under his charge from reading M. Drumont’s anti-Semitic peper, 
the La Libre Parole, ‘Yhis step has been approved in the highest quarter, 
as is expressed in the VMoniteur de Rome, the oilicious organ of the Pope, which 
“applauds the energetic act.” 

On the occasion of the visit of the President to Lille he received a 
deputation of the Jewish community headed by the Grand Rabbin, M. Cahen. 
(who is a brother of Mr. H..J, Cahen, of London). In reply to the Grand 
Rabbin's address of welcome, M. Carnot said: “I can assure you that the 
Republic is the Government which knows best how to respect liberty of 
conscience. 

GERMANY, 

The number of Jews in Hamburg who have fallen victims to the cholera was 
about 140, The total Jewish population is nearly 20,00). The largest individual 
contribution to the General Relief Fund for families of all denominations. was 
2U,000 marks (£1,0))), and was sent by Mr, Beit, a Hamburg Jew resident in 
London. 

Prussia is rigidly protectionist in respect tothe holding of religious appoint- 
ments. The Jewish community at Altona had elected Dr. Rosenfeld of Oroshaza 
(Hungary) as Chief Rabbi; but owing to his being a foreigner, the Minister of 
the Interior, in accordance with the law of the land, was obliged to withhold 
his confirmation of the appointment; 


Baron Cohn, Court Banker at Dresden, lately celebrated his 80th 
birthday. The Baron long enjoyed the esteem and friendship of the late 
Emperor William L., whose private banker he was for many years. 

At the Grevenbroich Assizes the trial took place the other day of a number 
of persons charged with wilfully damaging several months ago houses 
inhabited by Jews. All were found guilty, and sentenced to terms of imprison- 
ment varying from four days to a month, 


HOLLAND, 


The celebrated jurist, Professor Tobias Asser, is the legal adviser to the 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs. His services have received a fresh recognition by 
his appointment as Councillor of State. Other honours which have been 
bestowed by the Queen-Regent also throw light on the important positions 
which Jews hold in the service of the country, For example, Heer Augustus 
Belinfante is Chief Clerk at the Ministry of the Interior, Mr. D. Juda is 
Speaker of the Legislature of Surinam (Dutch West Indies), and Jonkheer 
Texeira de Mattos 1s Consul-Ceneral for Holland at Buda-Pesth. Each of these 
gentlemen has been decorated by the Queen-Regent. 


The agitation set on foot at Oldenzaal against the Jewish inhabitants has 
been condemned by Dr. Kuiper, the leader of the Anti-Revolutionary 
(Ultra Conservative) party in Holland. He declares that the move- 
ment is no credit to the country. Anti-Semitism, which in Russia 
Austria, France, and Germany may be explained by local and national 
circumstances, has no justification in Holland, where there is no such thing as 
an oppression of the Christian population by the Jews. And if the Jews do 
exercise an influence in the money market, in the press, and in politics, such 
influence, Ir. Kuiper admits, is justified by their energy and industry, and by 
the lack of these virtues in a portion of the so-called Christian population. 

NEW SOUTH WALES. 

Mr, E. L. Montefiore (son-in-law of Mr. J.B. Montefiore, of Kensington 
Gardens Square), og retired from a long connection with the insurance 
world of Sydney, the Underwriters’ Association of that city at its annual 
meeting unanimously passed a resolution expressing the goodwill of the 
members and their best wishes for his future welfare. Mr. James Anderson 
Chairman of the Association, in communicating the resolution to Mr. Montefiore

BIRMINGHAM, 


T.e annua’ distribution of prizes to the pupilsof the Hebrew Schools was held on 
Sunday morning last in the Schoulroom, Singer's Hill. Mr. M. Moses was inthecha.r, The 
children having sang Addoun UOulom im a creditable manner, the Chairman, in opening the 
proceedings, referred to the great luss the community had sustained by the death of their 
iate chairman, Mr. M. J. Goldsmid. He would take the present oppurtunity of making 
a retrospect. of the past, when he first was connected with the school 3) yearsago. The 
working classes of Birmingham had little or no opvortuuity then of having their children 
properly educated. When Mr. Berlyn was appointed some 26 years ago the matter was 
thoroughly gone into, and it was decided that the school should be placed under Govern- 
ment inspection. ‘To give an idea of the pregress made in their school since Mr. Berlyn 
took charge in 1865, he might mention that there were then 143 children in the school ; 
in 1867, the first year after they were placed under Government inspection, there were 
°80, being nearly double those of two years previous. In April jiast they had 395 echolars, 
and since then, under the new system, by which al: the chiaren were educated free, the 
number had increased to 443. The room at their disposal was altogether inadequate fur 
their requirements, and it would therefore be impossible for them. to increase the 
namber of their scholars without better ac:ommodation being found for them. He found 
in other towns large sims of money were given by individuais for the erection of schools, 
and he asked if there were not one or t*o munificesnt men in the community who would 
undertake to build aa infants’ school. They would have plenty of cnildcen to fill it, and 
the school would venerate the doncc’s name better than any monument. ‘the progress of 
the school might also be seen by the grants earned. In 1808 thé graut was £87 19s 4d. ; 
this year it was £301, being the largest amount it was possible for them to receive; ln 
fact, they had gained £11 more than that, but the amount to be received was limiced by 
the Educational C.de, Further than th.t, they would receive £175 from the Govern- 
ment, on account of their adopting the Free Education Scheme. He considered tha‘ one 
of the greatest wants of the school was a drill and recreation ground, and he hoped before 
long to see one attached to the school. It was a matter for c ngratulati n they had been 
able to train nearly all their teachers in their school. and he thought that a better staff of 
teachers it was impossible for them to Lave. He appealed to those boys present who 
had passei the Seventh Standard, end there were several wa») had passed every subject 
in that standard, to continue their educatioa at the Bridge Street Technical School, ravher 
than take up tailoriug or shoemaking as many did. me was pleased to find taat Mr. 
Berlyn had introduced a penoy savings’ bank into the school, aad he hoped that the 
example of the 72 who had opened accounts, would be tollowed by otners, Prizes 
were then awarded to the following:—Moses Moses Prize (£5), Sidney Greenberg ; 
prize (£10), to be gained two years (first year), and special prize for writing given by 
Mre. Michael Davis, Louis Goluberg. Solomon Sacks Prize (£5), Beojamin Sadkie, 
Girls: Spevial Prize for Composition given by Mrs. Saul Samaei, Ameiia Levi —ar. 
Henry Davis, who proposed a vote of thanks to the President, Vice-President (Mr. b.
